I beg  to  submit  my  e.nnual  report  for  the  year  1947, 

The  general  health  of  the  district  v/as  good 
throughout  the  j^ear  and  no  epidemic  sickness  occurred.  Measles 
v/as  fairly  prevalent  amongst  the  school  ohildren  a.nd  one  case 
of  polioniyelitis  in  s.  remote  part  of  fforth  Petherv/in  v/as 
notified.  The  source  of  infection  of  this  ca,se  could  not  be 
found. 

The  births  e.re  average  for  the  district  and  the 
birth' rate  at  17,5  cor.rpares  quite  v/ell  ivith  England  and  Wales 
ah  20,5  as  a \'/hole. 

The  death  rate  is  somev/hat  higher  tlian  the  Country  as 
a v/hole  but  the  figure  is  not  significant  o\/ing  to  the  smallness 
of  the  populshion  under  reviev/. 

It  v/ill  be  noted  from  the  table  of  milk  samples  tliat 
82^  of  designaited  producers  passed  the  test.  The  farmers  in 
your  district  v/ho  have  this  designafcion  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  their  years  results  as  their  success  is  considerably  in 
access  of  ma.ny  other  comparable  areas.

It  ma.y  therefore  become 
necessary  to  deal  v/ith  many  of  the  houses 'in  this  Category 
under  Section  11  of  the  housing  Act,  1936,
